Mothods Unfair 


Dear Editor: 

In my early impressionable 
years at this institution, (I. can 
safely say this since I have spent 
more years here than the average 
student does, or should) I en- 
countered a situation in one of 
my classes which seemed com 
pletely unfair. 


To get to the point which may 
seeni small and petty to some, I 
am speaking of a certain ele- 
mentary typing course which has 
a “rule” stating if you have had 
typing before, you must type at 
a faster rate than a “beginning’* 
or innocent student, 


To get to my own sad, boring 
story, (I will make it short) I 
took typing my sophomore year 
in high school. After that, aside 
from one or two term papers, 
(which I usually had typed by 
someone else anyway) I never 
used a typewriter until I came 
to OU. Now, granted that teach- 
ers have (and should have) some 
perogatives in teaching their 
courses, this one instance seems 
to me to be unnecessary.

Or an art student, who has had 
experience is not expected to 
paint a picture comparable to 
something Van Gogh painted just 
to pass the course. 

Therefore, is a student is going 
to be given greater heights to 
hurdle because of past experience, 
then that past experience should 
be evaluated and the goal- set 
up should be in accordance with 
this. 

If this cannot be done then the 
same. standards should apply to 
all students.

How important is class attend- 
ance? 

Are rigid rules necessary? 

Is education enhanced by their 
enforcement? 

Approaching these questions 
from the standpoint of grades 
on this campus, a Gateway fea- 
ture writer last spring surveyed 
a number of instructors and dis- 
covered (to no one’s ‘surprise) 
that presence in class*does indeed 
play an important role in deter- 
mining a student’s grade. 

With rare exception, the facul- 

ty insists on a crowd of bédies 
for their lectures. 
’ It was found that the student 
who warms his chair for 50 min- 
utes (or 75, depending on what 
day of the week it is) has gone 
a long way toward a passing 
grade, 3 

The lengthy feature, however, 
produced no statistics to valid- 
ate the policy. No comparative 
test scores were there to assert 
that the so-called conscientious 
student who slept through every 
class was soaring to intellectual 


achievement v-hile the slovenly ° 


shirker who studied religiously 
every night but missed a few ses 
sions sunk to illiteracy. 
Could be that it just t’ain’t so. 
Now that we've established 
that this column is biased, let 
me quote from an editorial which 
appeared in the October 27 
Creightonian ( a publication dis- 
tributed periodically at Twenty- 
-& ‘hand California Streets). 
3 ,{witropean colleges and uni- 
ies, the writer points out, 
2 Student registers for a class 


and need not attend the lectures - 


at. all, He must pass the exami- 
nations to gain credit. The stu- 
dent must decide whether he can 
do it without attending classes. 
The professor is always present 
at the assigned hour to teach 
the class. If less than five stu- 


dents attend, the class is then’ 


a question and answer period. 
This arrangement has been exe- 
cuted for many years and is very 
effective.” 

She goes on to explain: “After 


the second Week of classes a stu-. 


dent should be able to realize 
if the class lecture will be perti- 
nent to passing the course. This 
system, if adopted, could benefit 
both students and faculty.” 

This scribe (her name, accord< 
ing to the byline, is Letitia Ruda, 
in case you want to send any 
fan majl) also fails to give any 
concrete examples but she does 
take a stand seldom heard around 
these hallowed halls. 

The dissertation concludes with 
what may be fighting words to 
faculty members. 

“The faculty would have more 
incentive to prepare their lec- 
tures, for. the present policy at 
Creighton gives the professors no 
competition. A professor knows 
that students must attend his 
classes, and therefore many are 
dull, off the subject, or mere re- 
peats of previous years.” 

To emphasize that ‘point, the 
editorial bore the headline: “No 
Incentive for Faculty?”

But, alas, such progressive 
thinking was up against an ap-~ 
- parently unsurmountable wall of

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Health Service Least Known 
But Most Helpful of Activities

‘The Health Service, located on 


‘the second floor of the Admin- 


istration Building, is one of the 
least-known yet most helpful 
services offered. by the Univer- 
sity. 

‘ "The staff consists of Dr. G. M. 
McArdle, Mrs. Eichorn, R. N,, 
and Mrs. V. Stephens, R, N. Dr. 
McArdle is in the Health Service 


‘office from 8 to 10 each morn- 


ing and in the fieldhouse from 3 
to 6 each afternoon during foot- 
ball season. . 


The purposes of tho Health 
Service are: (1) to administer 
physical examinations to stu- 
dents, faculty and staff; (2) to 
administer first aid; (3) to rec- 
ommend the form of exercise or 


competition safe for the individ- * 


ual participating in PE with a 
“B” rating; and (4) to aid in the 
formation of. good health habits 
for the student body, staff, and 
faculty members. 

Each semester physical exami- 
nations are given to all incoming 
freshmen. 

They may be rated A or B. 

An “A” rating means that the 
student is fit to participate in 
all PE activities, A grade of B 
designates that there is some 
deviation from the normal such 
as hypertension or a heart mur- 

aur, oe « 

Students with B ratings are 
rechecked during the year to 
see if the condition has become 
normal. If it has not, the stu- 
dent is enrolled in a restricted 
physical education class, 

Food service employees 
given examinations every six 
months, The cafeteria and kiteh- 
en are inspected several times 
during the school year. 


Health pamphlets are available - 


in.the Health Service office to 
use in reports and research pa- 
pers. 

Last year OU was credited 
with the donation of 135 pints 
of blood to the Blood Drive. 

All charts on students in com- 
petitive sports are kept in the 
department. 

Immunization shits for ROTO
